In the Argonne itself the allies apparently are mak­ 
ing little effort to mov e northward, the allied co mmand 
seemingly believ ing that the way will be cleared auto - 
i maticaliy as the French and Americans pro g ress o n either 
side. Already the Germans facing this front are o utflank-

The New British Offensiv e. 
1 he new British attack launched this morning is
